Applicant contends that Ayyadurai fails to disclose or suggest automatically determining "a set of candidate reply transaction documents 
associated with the inbound document." Specifically, Apllicant contends that Ayyadurai does not determine a set of documents 
associated to a message, but only a single document. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. A "document" is virtually any file created on a computer. Each of the phrases retrieved from the library 
of phrases can be considered a separate standalone document, in and of itself. Ayyadurai teaches determining and selecting a set of any 
or all reply phrase documents that may be applicable to the inbound document (see col. 6 lines 15-67). These determined set of 
candidate reply phrase documents can be merged into a single document as Applicant mentioned. However, this does not negate the fact 
that Ayyadurai teaches determining a set of candidate reply transaction documents prior ro the merge. 

Thus, the claim limitation, as presently presented, is anticipated by Ayyadurai. 
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
